candidate Sen. Eugene J. Mc­

prompting

A. Auerbach, 
a University of Minnesota pro­ 
fessor, to resign from ADA. 
Humphrey’s supporters con­ 
sidered a change by the AI)A 
a key to rallying the antiwar 
Democrats 
to the vice presi­ 
dent. Democrats like Senate 
Majority Leader Mike Mans­ 


field have 
said they expect 
McCarthy to endorse Humphrey 


during a New York campaign ap­ 
pearance Tuesday. 
Although Humphrey was mak­ 
ing no campaign appearances, 
his office released a statement 
endorsing 
direct, 
revenue- 
sharing federal grants for the 
states. 


The heckling 
that disrupted 
Wallace’s campaign in Buffalo 
was described as no worse 
than usual by newsmen traveling 
with the candidate. 
But 
when 
the protestors 
marched out of the auditorium 
and later moved, 20C- strong, 
down a street, a passing car 
fired a volley of .22-caliber 
shots, police 
said. Officers 
said eight buildings were hit 
but no one was hurt.

Hecklers Harass The Candidates

Hecklers are making life a lit­ 
tle tougher along the campaign 
trail. 
But a frequent target, Vice 
President Hubert H. Humphrey, 
was out of range today, sweat­ 
ing out the possible endorse­ 
ment 
of 
a candidate by the 
Americans for Democratic Ac­ 
tion. 
Demonstrators harassed Re­ 
publican Richard M. Nixon in 
Hartford, Conn., until Nixon’s 
supporters shouted them down. 
Nixon’s running mate,Gov.Spi­ 
ro T. Agnew, was interrupted 
at Spokane, W ash., by shouts of 
“ Humphrey! Humphrey! Hum­ 
phrey!" 
Third-party candi­ 
date George C. Wallace was 
challenged by 
“Wallace 
go 
home!" shouts in Buffalo, N. 
Y., until the protestors march­ 
ed oat. 


But Humphrey who has en­ 
countered some fierce heckling 
on his trips, was resting in 
Washington and watching to­ 
day’s session of the ADA na­ 
tional board to see if it spells 
a return of antiwar dissidents 
to his camp. 
The board 
endorsed peace 
candidate Sen. Eugene J. Mc­ 
Carthy prior to President John­ 
son’s withdrawal, 
prompting 
several labor leaders and co­ 
founder 
Carl 
A. Auerbach, 
a University of Minnesota pro­ 
fessor, to resign from ADA. 
Humphrey’s supporters con­ 
sidered a change by the ADA 
a key to rallying the antiwar 
Democrats to the vice presi­ 
dent. Democrats like Senate 
Majority Leader Mike Mans­ 


field have 
said they expect 
McCarthy to endorse Humphrey 


during aNew York campaign ap­ 
pearance Tuesday. 
Although Humphrey was mak­ 
ing no campaign appearances, 
his office released a statement 
endorsing 
direct, 
revenue- 
sharing federal grants for the 
states. 


The heckling 
that disrupted 
Wallace’s campaign in Buffalo 
was described as no worse 
than usual by newsmen traveling 
with the candidate. 
But 
when 
the protestors 
marched out of the auditorium 
and later moved. 200- strong, 
down a street, a passing car 
fired a volley of .22-caliber 
shots, police 
said. Officers 
said eight buildings were hit 
but no one was hurt. 
Wallace was in his hotel room 
when the shooting occurred. 
After his supporters drowned 


out the hecklers in Hartford, 
Nixon observed; “ I can 
see 
there’s quite a significant dif­ 
ference between 
heckling 
a 
Nixon meeting and a Humphrey 
meeting. At ^a Nixon meeting 
you shout down the hecklers." 


In between interruptions at 
his outdoor speech, Agnew ob­ 
served, “ Despite voices of dis­ 
sent from a few, this generation 
has produced the finest group of 
young people we have ever had 
in this country." 


Democratic vice-presidential 
hopeful Sen. Edmund S.Muskie, 
campaigning 
on 
the W est 
Coast, confirmed a report that 
he wrote a letter to President 
Johnson last January urging a 
bonbing halt in North Vietnam. 
Muskie 
said, “ I prefer that 
route to the public route that 


others are more 
comfortable 
with." 
Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller of 
New York and New York City 
Mayor John V. Lindsay cam­ 
paigned for Nixon and Agnew. 
Rockefeller said in response to

inet position with Nixon. Rock­ 
efeller said he wasn't solicit­ 
ing such a post.

ing a new national farm program 
will not be an easy task. Farm 
organizations are split in what 
they feel should be done to im- 
plement what they believe to 
be the desires of their member- 
ship. Conflicts, too, exist be- 
tween farm groups and some 
business and labor organiza. 
tions. 
Adding to these the 


normal red tape of government, 
plus state, regional and com- 
modity complications and the 
general political whirl, one can 
see the magnitude of the pro- 
blem. 


Talking with farmers, it is 


fairly easy to determine their 
major desires in regard to farm 
programs. Farmers explain it 
simply—they want more bar. 
gaining strength to give them a 
better price for their products. 
They want lower taxes, a more 
efficient and greater supply of 
labor, ideal weather conditions, 
plus less government regula- 
tions and red tape interfering 
with their production and mar- 
keting operations. 


The new administration pro- 


bably can't do anything about 
the weather, but it can do some- 
thing about bargaining strength, 
taxes, labor and government 
regulation. How the broad gene- 
ral wishes of agriculture are 
translated into positive legisla- 
tive programs doesn't particu- 
larly concern the average far- 
mer—he just wants to see it 
happen. 


Agriculture cannot be satisfi- 


ed 
nationally 
or 
statewide 


through legislative programs 
until some administration has 
the courage to recognize that 
farming in the 70's will be a 
highly complex business opera- 
tion and not a peaceful, sleepy 
way of life. 
In the past, poli- 


ticians have written one pro- 
gram to fit all segments of 
agriculture—an impossibility. 


Federal 
farm 
programs 


should be divided into at least 
three categories: One, a pro- 
gram for commercial agricul- 
ture—those farms that produce 
over 75 per cent «f our food 
and fibre products; two, a pro- 
gram for the part-time farmer 
who has off-the-farm income; 
three, a program of rural r«- 
habilitation 
concerned 
with 


rural social needs.

in Congress, the new President 
will be faced with filling speci­ 
fic proposals in the general, 
almost empty holes of the party 
platform.

How the broad gene­ 
ral wishes of agriculture are 
translated into positive legisla­ 
tive programs doesn't parties 
larly concern the average far­ 
mer—he just wants to see it 
happen.

By BRUCE BROWNELL 
Enough has been said, at 
least for a while, about the 
hard times small farmers find 
themselves in and the general 
all around troubles of any far­ 
mer. This week a quick visit 
with two longtime residents, 
very gracious in their way, and 
successful farmers. They know 
a lot and have seen plenty of 
change take place around here. 
Ben and EdTeisselrecam? to 
Tehama County in 1917 after 
selling their dairy near San 
Diego. They bought some land 
just west ef Raw ¿en Reed, south 
of Proberta. Over the years, 
with hard work, much care, 
and a fair share of vision, they 
have expanded their holdings to 
their present large ranch. 
When the Teisseires arrived 
they only dry farmed and used 
nothing but mules and horses. 


Their first products were grain 
and turkeys. 
"Wheat was high then,'' said 
Ben. 
Since then they have diversif­ 
ied and now have portions of 
their land in ladino clover, 
alfalfa, oats, barley, sheep and 
pigs. Naturally 1 asked why so 
much diversification. 
"You almost have to'', said 
Ben. 
"Only the money men 
can raise a single product, and 
even fruit and vegetable men 
are diversifying." 
"Part of the idea is to cover 
yourself” , continued Teisselre, 
"there hasn't been a time yet 
when everything failed” . There 
are other reasons, too. As he 
put it "the way taxes are, you 
can't have too mich land around 
with nothing on it” . 
This diversification, as well 
as not being exactly typical of 


our local farmers, is rather 
more expensive in terms of 
machinery. "You have to have 
enough acres” , he said, "to 
justify the equipment, and you 
can't depend on custom opera- 
tori*- 
As 1 have seen so many times 
cm 
all 
successful farms of 
enough acreage, the Teisseires, 
too, have an excellent shop. 
Their machinery is in good 
condition, there is plenty of 
it, it is sheltered in decent 
buildings when not in use, and 
everyone around is as mach 
a mechanic as farmer. 
Sheep, it seems, are not the 
resource they used to be in this 
area. The Teisseires have about 
a thousand of the wooly critters. 
"Oh, there are still plenty of 
them around” , said Ben, "but 
not as many as there used to 
be” . 
Certain of the romance 


has gone out of the business, 
too. Once, he said, the sheep 
used to be herded to the moun­ 
tains tor summer pasture, but 
now most of them are trucked. 


I suppose the sheepmen who 
still go to the mountains ap­ 
preciate the trucks as much 
as others appreciate tractors 
over mules. 


When Ben had talked ofwork- 
lng the land with mules, he also 
mentioned other improvements 
that have occurred. He said 
it was great when Coleman 


lamps came out, then electric­ 
ity. He mentioned, too, the vast 
Improvement of roads nowa­ 
days, "and the taxes have 'im­ 
proved*, too” . 


I asked about the lack of 
young men willing to take tg> 
farming today. "IPs a good 
life", I was assured. "There 
are a lots of ups and downs— 
loPs of downs. 
A young man 
has to tighten his belt for a 
few years and really tend to 
business to make a living, but 
it's still possible to make out 
as a farmer” .

HOLLYWOOD (AP)— Actors, 
like producers, w riters and di­ 
rectors in network television, 
worry about critical notices and 
— even more — about ratings. 
But while a short-lived series 
may be an embarrassing foot­ 
note to a career, there is con­ 
siderable evidence that even 
an unmitigated disaster can help 
rather than hurt the victims 
trapped in the wreckage. 
A magnificent example of this 
is the young actor named Wayne 
Mauder in a new CBS series, 
"L ancer." A year ago, Maud­ 
er, a complete unknown, was 
about to emerge as a star, play­ 
ing the title role in ABC ’ s "Leg­ 
end of Custer." 
The Custer show, as it turned 
out, was the earliest and most 
spectacular derailment of the 
season. It outraged Indian or­ 
ganizations and historians, was 
lambasted by critics and tuned 
out by the audience. 
But 
Maunder walked away 
unscathed and has returned to 
living rooms in another Western 
series with costar status. 
Similarly, Tony F ranciosa
